The Chairman stated that the Watch Committee was following 
the Tunisian situation closely and discussed recent developments in 
that area with the members. He noted that he did not expect to call a 
special session of the Watch Committee to review this situation prior 
to the regularly scheduled meeting of that committee unless instructed 
to do so' by the lAC. 

The Chairman and Mr. Arne son commented on developments 
in Lebanon, particularly from the standpoint of evidence of infiltration 
from Syria, disposition of armed forces in the area, the effect of the 
economic situation and the possible attitude of Israel. General 
Wienecke raised a question about Jordan and the Chairman and Mr. 
Arneson discussed certain aspects of this situation, especially matters 
bearing on the strength and cohesion of the Arab Union in relation to 
that of the UAR. 


Reference was made to the situation in Indonesia. The 
Chairman, General Wienecke and Mr. Arneson also commented on 
developments in Latin America, partictilarly with respect to Panama 
and Guatemala.
